Not Wards, Citizens

The notion still widely held that 
American Indians are “wards of the 
Federal Government” has been dis- 
avowed by the courts in recent decisions 
as without any legal basis. 

Instead, the courts have ruled that 
Indian citizens of the United States are 
citizens of the state and county in which 
they reside, and are entitled to all privi- 
leges of their citizenship. 


The Association on American Indian 
Affairs, Inc., believes these decisions 
are milestones in Indian progress. The 
idea of Indian “wardship” arose in a 
misunderstanding of Justice Marshall's 
comment in 1831 that the status of an 
Indian tribe in relation to the United 
States resembles that of a ward to a 
guardian.

The Tuttle Creek Puzzle 


There are a couple of glaringly unanswered 
questions in the fight which Missouri's two Sen- 
ators are making to get Tuttle Creek dam back 
in the budget. Do they know that the Missouri 
Basin Survey Commission presented facts which 
apparently discredit Tuttle Creek dam unless 
they can be refuted? And if they know it, what 
facts do they advance in refutation? 

The absence of any answer to these questions 
is even more puzzling in the case of Senator 
Hennings than in the case of Senator Symington. 
For Senator Hennings was vice chairman of the 
presidential commission whose report seems so 
effectively to dispose of the claims made for 
Tuttle Creek dam. | 

The dam in question ig a project in the Kan- 
sas river watershed in Kansas, the key to a 
series of dams estimated. to cost $280,000,000 
and intended to protect Kansag City from floods. 

The survey commission found that if all these 
dams were built there would still be left uncon- 
trolled an area of the Kansas river basin capable 
of producing a flood as big as the record flood 
of 1951. It found further that after all proposed 
dams were built, an area 14 times as large as 
the uncontrolled area along the Kansas would be 
left uncontrolled on the Missouri river above 
Kansas City. 

After citing these facts, which we have not 
seen refuted with other facts, or even logically 
challenged, the commission concluded: 


It therefore appears that, if the present 
levees had always been in existence, there 
has never been a time in recorded history 
when the reservoirs as now authorized could 
have been of significant flood control bene- 
fit to the Kansas Citys. 


As a practical alternative, the commission 
recommended using the existing levees and res- 
ervoirs for all they are worth, and zoning the 
flood plain at Kansas City so that when. an un- 
controllable flood comes in the damage will be 
held to a minimum. Otherwise, as the commis- 
sion made evident, Kansas City will continue to 
be a drain on the public treasury to reconstruct 
improvements which should not have been built 
in the rivers’ natural spillways in the first place.

Now Possible for Princess to 
Reign if King Has 
No Sons. 4 


COPENHAGEN, May 29 (AP)— 
The Danes voted yesterday to 
make 13-year-old Princess Mar- 
garethe eligible to the throne. 


If the succession holds as indi- 
cated she would be the first queen 
in five centuries to reign over the 
world’s oldest kingdom. 


Neighboring Holland has Queen 
Juliana, who succeeded her moth- 
er, Wilhelmina, in 1948, and 
Britain has its second reigning 
Queen Elizabéth, who will be 
crowned next Tuesday. 


The Danish distaff succession 
has approved in a general election 
referendum on an amendment to 
Denmark’s first free constitution 
of 1849. 

It provides for placing princess- 
es in the succession line, but if a 
king’s daughter has a brother he 
will be the first successor even if 
he is younger than she. 

Other features of the approved 
draft provide for abolition of Par- 
liament’s upper house and provi- 
sions which in effect can surren- 
der part of the country’s sover- 
eignty to international bodies. 

As King Frederik has no sons, 
the heir apparent up to now has 
been his brother, Prince Knud. He 
now drops to fourth in the succes- 
sion line, behind Margarethe and 
her younger sisters, Princesses 
Benedicte, 9, and Anne-Marie, 6. 
Final returns showed only 46 
per cent of the 2,511,541 eligible 
voters approved the draft recom- 
mended by five major parties. 
This was just 1 per cent more 
than the needed total.

Children's. Shoes 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


OOD shoe fit is a must for foot ‘health. Poorly. fitting 
‘shoes not only are uncomfortable and. wear out. more 
“quickly—they can deform the foot. ~ 


the play pen. They need them to protect feet against -pins 
and needles, rough surfaces, thorns ahd, pebbles, the hard 
pavement, and the weather. a 

Infants do better with high shoes and older children with 
low shoes. An infant can’t kick off high shoes as easily as he 
can low ones, Also, it is hard to find the proper sizes in low 
shoes for an infant learning to stand and walk. — 

x * * 

AFTER THE CHILD is used to shoes, low shoes are more 
comfortable; They are cooler and drier. They protect the 
foot just as much, even when the feet are weak. The thin 
extension of leather up around the ankle in high shoes can't 
prevent weak feet fram flattening. All: ft ¢an do is hide the 
deformity in a weak foot. 

Higher priced shoes are available in a greater range of 
sizes, lengths, widths and shapes. This means better fit. The 
only way to get the proper shoe for your child is to have him 
personally fitted by an experienced salesman, He must know 
his stock. 

Different lasts or shapes of shoes may best fit the child 
with different widths. For instance, a 6C in one last may best 
fit the child, while a 6B may be needed in another last. Thus, 
children’s shoes cannot be bought by size alone. 

Nor should shoes be fitted a little large with the idea that 
the. ¢hild will grow into them. . This simply is not fitting the 
child's feet correctly. ev 

A fluoroscope is not ‘necessary for good fitting. Shoe 
fluoroscopy is not safe for general use. A competent shoe 
salesman does net need a fluoroscope in order to fit shoes 
properly. "y 5

HAND-ME-DOWN SHOES from’older children to younger 
isn't a good idea, if you can in any Way afford new shoes for 
each child. Usually the feet of brothers.or sisters are enough 
different to require individual fitting. — , 

Achieving a good shoe fit for your child requires time. 
That means that shoe shopping ought to be done when busi- 
ness is not rushing in the shoe store,..And once you find a 
good ‘shoe fitter, you ought to stick with him. 

Sneakers or tennis shoes should not replace shoes. They 
should not be worn all the time. .They are perfectly all right 
for athletic activities in the gym or on the tennis court. They 
are all Tight for athletics if the canvas is porous enough to 
allow evaporation of moisture, if the: rubber sole of the 
sneaker is thick enough to serve as a shock absorber protect- 
ing the ‘heel and sole of the foot, and if the sneaker toes 
aren't so pointed that they cause pressure on the child's toes. 

Two pairs of shoes are 4 good idea, though not absolutely 
necessary. If worn on alternate days; the shoes will dry out 
more comgemely.. 7
